Supported  by  Charitable  and  Voluntary  Contributions, 

HI  S  Charity  was  for  fome  Years  carried  on  in  Pref- 
cot-Jlreet ,  G  00  dm  an  ’  s  - fields ,  in  feveral  Hcufes  hired  upon 
Leafe  for  that  Purpofe ;  till  (by  theDecay  of  the  Build¬ 
ings,  notwithftanding  large  Sums  of  Money  had  been 
expended  to  keep  them  in  Repair,  and  the  Smallnefsof 
the  Rooms(fit  only  for  privateFamilies)  the  Governors 
were  determined  to  open  a  Subfcription  which  might 
enable  them  to  purchafe  a  Piece  of  Ground,  and  to  build  an  Houfe 
more  proper  to  enlarge  and  perpetuate  their  benevolent  Defigns  ;  and 
which  has  been  fince  happily  effected. 

The  prefent  Hofpital  in  purfuance  of  this  Scheme  is  a  new  Building,  Situation. 
eredded  by  the  voluntary  Contributions  of  feveral  Governors  given  for 
that  Purpofe  only ,  in  an  airy  Situation  near  the  Mount  in  Mile-end  Road , 
properly  furnifned  and  fitted  up  with  about  215  Beds  for  the  Reception 
of  Patients- 

The  Society  for  carrying  on  this  laudable  and  moft  ufeful  Undertak- General 
ing,  is  by  his  Majefty’s  Charter,  bearing  Date  the  3d  of  November ,  1758,  Frame ,  and 
further  confirmed,  and  declared  to  be  a  Body,  corporate ,  by  the  Name  of  Regulation 
The  Governors  of  the  London  Hofpital ,  and  to  confift  of  fuch  Noblemen  t^ls  Society. 
and  Gentlemen  as  are  therein  enumerated,  and  of  thofe  who  were  re¬ 
puted  Governors  for  Life  at  that  Time  ;  together  with  fuch  others  who, 
by  giving  a  Benefadlion  of  thirty  Guineas  or  more  at  one  Time,  be¬ 
come  Governors  for  Life  ;  and  of  thofe  who  by  fubferibing  five  Guineas 
or  more  a  Year,  are  Governors  during  fuch  Subfcription.  Out  of  thefe 
are  annually  to  be  elected  a  Prefident,  two  or  more  Vice-Prefidents,  and 
a  Treafurer. 

A  General  Court  of  Governors  is  appointed  by  the  faid  Charter  to  General 
be  held  on  the  firfl  JVednefdays  in  the  Months  of  March ,  June ,  September  Court. 
and  December ,  to  direct  the  Application  of  the  common  Seal ,  which  they 
are  thereby  empowered  to  ufe3  to  eleeft  Officers,  appoint  Committees,  and 
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receive  the  Reports  of  former  ones,  to  infpeft  Accounts,  make  fuch 
Rv-Laws  and  Rules  as  (hall  be  judged  neeefiary  for  the  good  Govern¬ 
ment  of  this  Charity,  and  to  tranfadt  fuch  other  Bufinefs  as  fhall  be  laid 

before  them.  # 

Among  the  By-Laws  which  the  Governors  in  a  General  Court  have 

conformable  to  their  Charter  agreed  upon,  the  following  ones  are  to  be 

obferyed.  ,  n  „ 

The  Anniverfary  Feaft  of  this  Charity  is  to  be  held  between  the  tirlt 

of  February  and  the  laft  Day  of  April*  when  a  printed  Account  of  the 
General  State  of  the  Hcfpital ,  the  Number  of  Patients  received  and  dit- 
charged,  and  an  Abfirach:  of  the  Accounts  for  the  Year  pall,  is  laid  be¬ 
fore  them.  . 

Com -  A  Houfe  Committee  of  thirteen  Governors  is  appointed  at  every  Ge¬ 
neral  Quarterly  Court,  who  at  their  firft  Meeting  eletf:  a  Chairman  to 
preiide^for  the  Quarter  ;  who  meet  at  the  Hofpital ,  on  Tuefdays  weekly, 
at  Eleven  in  the  Forenoon,  -to  Receive  and  Difmifs  Patients,  to  Order 
and  Infpect  the  Provilions  and  Furniture  fent  in,  and  fuch  NecefTaries 
that  may  be  wanting,  and  to  Examine  and  Regulate  the  Condudl  of  the 
Servants  and  Patients  ;  and  other  Matters  which  come  before  them, 
according  to  the  Conftitution  of  this  Charity.  All  Governors  that 
pleafe  to^attend,  have  a  Vote  at  this  Committee,  and  their  Attendance 

'  will  be  efleemed  a  Favour.  ^  . 

mmittet  of  A  Committee  of  Accounts,  confining  of  twelve  Governors,  is  appoint¬ 
ed  at  the  General  Quarterly  Court  in  June*  for  one  Year,  who  meet  at 
the  Hofpital  once  a  Quarter,  to  Examine,  and  Audit  Tradefmens  Bills, 
which  are  paid  by  the  Treafurer  within  a  Fortnight  after, — The  Accounts 
are  open  at  all  Times  for  the  Infpetfion  of  the  Governors. 

A  Phyfical  Committee,  confiding  of  all  fuch  Governors  who  pradife 
Phytic,  Surgery,  or  Pharmacy,  or  are  converfant  in  the  Knowledge  of 
Drugs  or  Medicines  (excepting  fuch  as  (hall  be  direftly  or  indire&ly  con¬ 
cerned  in  ferving  the  Hofpital  with  fuch  NecefTaries)  are  fummoned  to 
meet  every  firft  Tuefday  in  the  Month,  and  have  Power  to  order  and 
infpe&  the  necefTary  Drugs  and  Medicines,  and  report  their  Proceedings 
to  the  General  Quarterly  Court  by  their  Chairman. 

Two  Governors,  or  more,  are  appointed  Vifitorsby  the  Houfe  Com¬ 
mittee,  for  one  Fortnight,  to  attend  twice  a  Week,  or  oftner,  if  they 
think  proper,  to  infpedl  into  the  Management  and  Conduct  of  the  Houfe, 
during  the  Interval  of  the  Meetings  of  the  Houfe-Committee. 

A  Clergyman  of  the  Church  of  England  preaches  every  Sunday ,  and 
reads  Prayers  Morning  and  Afternoon  ;  adminifters  the  Sacrament  re¬ 
gularly  every  Month  ;  reads  Prayers  every  Day  in  the  Weeks  and  is 
ready  to  vilit,  pray  by,  and  adminifter  the  Sacrament  at  all  Times  when 
required,  to  the  Patients  in  the  Wards. 
hr flf  an;,  and  Three  Phyficians  attend  alternately  s  Two  of  the  Surgeons  daily,  from 
Eleven  o* Clock  till  One,  without  Fee  or  Reward,  and  give  their  Advice 
and  A fh fiance  to  all  fuch  Obje&s  as  come  within  thofe  Hours,  whether 
Recommended  or  Accidental.  The  Surgeons  in  waiting  have  an 

Apprentice,  or  Pupil,  conftantly  in  the  Houfe  to  receive,  and,if  necefTary,- 
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to  call  the  Surgeon  to  fiich  Accidents  as  (ball  be  brought  In  at  any  Hour 
of  the  Day  or  Night. 

An  Apothecary  (with  an  Afliflant]  conftantly  refides  at  the  Jlofpita /,  Apothecary. 
who  Compounds  and  Difpenfes  all  Medicines  ufed  there,  and  foicly  at¬ 
tends  the  Bufinefs  thereof. 

A  Steward,  (for  whofe  Fidelity  proper  Security  is  given)  has  the  Charge  Steward. 
of  theHoufe  and  Furniture,  keeps  an  Account  of  every  Thing  brought 
to  or  expended  in  the  Houfe,  and  fubjedts  the  fame  to  the  Examination 
of  the  Vifitors,  and  Houfe-Committee,  and  has  the  InfpedUon  likewife  of 
the  Conduct  of  all  the  Men-Servants — Two  Madrons  have  the  Direction  Matrons. 
of  the  Nurfesand  other  Women-Servants,  and  fee  the  Diet  and  Medicines 
ad-miniftred  according  to  Order. — Under  them,  are  Nurfes,  and  Watchers  Murfes,  and 
in  Proportion  to  the  Number  of  Patients,  who  are  guided  by  written  Catchers. 
Orders  to  prevent  any  Mifcondudh  Proper  Diet  for  the  Patients  has  been 
fettled  by  the  Phyficians  and  Surgeons  engaged  in  this  Charity,  and  is  fixed 
up  in  the  Wards  for  the  Satisfaction  of  the  Patients  and  their  Friends. 

No  Officers  or  Servants  are  permitted  upon  Pain  of  Expulfion  to  take 
of  any  Tradefmen,  Patients,. or  other  Perfons,  any  Fee,  Reward  or  Gra¬ 
tuity  of  any  kind,  directly  or  indirectly,  for  any  Service  done,  or  to  be 
done,  on  Account  of  this  Hofpital. 

Every  Governor  is  intitled  to  fend  one  In-Patient  at  a  Time,  and  Out-  Governors, 
Patients  without  Limitation.  Subfcribers  of  fmaller  Sums  may  likewife 
fend  what  Number  of  Out-Patients  they  pleafe.  All  Subfcriptions  are 
during  Pleafure,  and  any  fmall  Sums  from  well  difpofed  Perfons  will  be 
thankfully  received ;  but  in  order  to  carry  on  this  Undertaking,  all  Per¬ 
fons  are  defired  to  pay  their  Subfcription  at  the  Time  of  Subferibing. 

The  Poor  Objedls,  recommended  as  In-Patients,  are  received  without  Proper  Ob - 
Expence,  and  are  fupplied  with  Advice,  Medicine,  Diet,  Wa(hing,yV<2/. 
Lodging,  and  every  comfortable  Affiftance  during  their  Cure ;  nor  is 
any  Security  required  againft  future  Contingencies,  they  being,  in  cafe 
of  Death,  buried  at  the  Expence  of  the  Charity,  if  not  removed  by 
their  Friends.  All  Out-Patients  hare  Advice  and  Medicines  admini- 
ftred  from  Eleven  till  one. 

All  Accidents,  whether  recommended  or  not,  are  re- Accidents 
ceived  at  any  Hour  of  the  Day  or  Night.  always  re - 

This  isthePlan  of  ourProceedings,  and  tho*  thisWork  hasfubfifled  but 
Thirty-fix  Years,  yet  fuch  has  ben  the  extraordinary  Encouragement 
given  to  it,  that  fince  the  3d  of  November  1740,  upwards  of  264,833 
diftreffied  Obje<5ts  have  been  Relieved  at  the  London  Hofpital ;  and  from 
labouring  under  the  Oppreffion  of  fome  of  the  moll:  malignant  Difeafes, 
and  unhappy  Accidents,  have  been  reinftated  in  their  Honeft  and  In- 
duftrious  Capacities  of  Working,  and,  fo  far  as  our  Obfervation  reaches, 
their  Morals  much  a?ne?uled ,  whereby  the  Public  again  enjoy  the  Benefit  of 
their  Labour,  and  they,  and  their  poor  Families,  are  preferred  from  pe- 
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rifliing  j  and  prevented  from  being  an  Incumbrance  to  the  Community. 
And,  notwithftanding  the  great  Number  of  Objects  relieved  by  this 
Charity,  it  has  not  leflened  the  Number  of  Patients  relieved  by  other 
Hofpitals* 

The  Subfcribers  are  defired  to  take  Notice*  that  if  any  Patients  do  not 
conform  to  the  Rules  of  the  Houfe,or  are  guilty  of  anyMifbehaviour,they 
will  be  difcharged,  and  never  more  relieved  by  this  Charity:  And  not  to 
fend  any  Patient  unable  to  walk,  till  they  are  nrft  affured  of  Room  in  the 
Houfe  ;  And  when  they  recommend  an  In-Patient  whofe  Settlement  is  in  the 
Country ,  it  is  further  re  quejlcd,  that  theyzvill  fatisfy  the  Houfe  Committee, 
concerning  the  Removal  of fuch  Patient ,  when  cured  or  judged  incurable. 

44  No  Perjons  of  known  Ability  to  pay  for  their  Cure ,  are  alloived  to  par - 
46  take  of  this  Charity  ;  nor  any  with  infectious  Difempers ,  or  deemed  incu - 
<c  rable  by  the  Phyjicians  and  Surgeons ,  or  any  in  Confumptive  or  Afhmatic 

Condition,  are  admitted  into  the  Houfe ,  being  more  capable  of  Relief  as 
44  Out-Patients •  . 

The  Patients ,  being  admitted  without  any  Expence,  are  required  to 
be  conftant  in  their  Attendance  on  the  Phylicians,  or  Surgeons,  at  the 
Hofpital,  before  Eleven  o’Clock;  and,  at  Nine  o’Clock,  to  return 
Thanks  at  the  Chapel ,  and  at  th q  Weekly  Committee  next  after  their  Cure ; 
and  thofe  only  who  attend  their  Cure,  and  return  Thanks,  will  receive 
a  Certificate  thereof,  which  will  entitle  them  to  future  Relief.
